Both 
visiting officers are pleasing gentle­ 
men and made a most favorable im­ 
pression among the new' recruits. 
The Sedalia boys left at 3:05 o’clock 
Sunday morning on the Katy Flyer 
for Nevada and will be stationed at 
Camp Clark there for a 
period 
of 
three weeks al least. There they will 
be drilled, and will participate in reg­ 
ular target practice 
and 
be 
fully 
equipped with uniforms 
and 
neces­ 
sary apparatus for being sent to La 
red o, Texas, 
to 
join 
the 
Missouri 
troops now at that point on border 
duty. 
Major Miller in conversation with a 
Democrat 
reporter 
Saturday 
after­ 
noon stated that the boys from here 
would be well treated and that their 
experience would be of much value to 
them in the training they 
will 
re­ 
ceive. 
The major further stated that 
under a recent ruling from the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States that the 
enlistment is for three years’ service 
in the National Guard and three years 
in the reserve, a total of six years, in 
which they may be called out tor ser­ 
vice either for the federal or state 
seerviee. 
“The enlistment 
in 
the 
regular 
arm y,” he added, “is for three years, 
with a reserve of three years.” 
“Your local recruiting otfirer may 
enlist men for the National Guard,” 
said Major Miller, “and it is possible 
many men will be 
secured 
through 
the regular recruiting 
sources 
for 
Guard service,” he stated. 
With Capt. W. F. Logan at tho head 
of the Sedalia company and Harry L. 
Collins as first lieutenant, the boys 
feel certain they will be accorded the 
bc^st possible treatm ent and leave in 
a most happy frame of mind.

The poet asked the 
nurse 
for a 
drink of w a te r at about ll (/(lock, 
and w hen she returned with it he was 
dead. 
Other members of the house-! 
hold were asleep. Death was due to 
paralysis. 
Riley suffered 
a 
violent 
stroke 
in the morning, causing great alarm, 
but under the physicians* care he 
seemed to improve and was regarded 
as much better early tonight. 
He 
suffered his first serious attack of 
paralysis in July, 1910. 
Mr. Riley, born of the Middle West, 
sang the joys, sorrows, fancies and 
humors of its folk, largely in its own 
dialect. 
The w'orld was so touclied 
by his inspiration and the realism of 
his homely symbols that he w'as one 
of the few' that, devoting their lives 
to poetry, gained a fortune. 
Mr. Riley was peculiarly s e d a tiv e 
as to the advance of age and evaded 
inquiries as to the date of his birth, 
but the most accurate information 
available indicates that he w'as born 
in IMS. 
“Should you ask his age,” one of 
his friends said, “he wrould answ'er 
‘This side of forty,* and leave you to 
guess which side.” 
The poet wras the son of Reuben A. 
Riley, a lawyer and political speaker 
of Greenfield, Ind. The boy could not 
be brought to the dull routine of 
school days, but he was wise in the 
lore of streams and fields. 
His moth­ 
er, who was Elizabeth Marine before 
her marriage, was a writer of verse, 
and Riley, in later 
life 
attributed 
some of his impracticability to her. 
Instead of preparing for the prac­ 
tice of law', as his father wished, the 
son turned itinerant sign painter. For 
ten years he roved through the Ohio

thority. And I do solemnly swear that 
I will bear true faith and allegiance to 
the United States of America and to 
the state of Missouri and that I will 
serve them 
honestly 
and 
faithfully 
against all their enemies whomsoever, 
and that I will obey the orders of the 
president of the United States and of 
the governor of the alate of Missouri, 
pud of the officers appointed over me 


the first oiling having been done last 
October. 
This stretch of road is the 
best dirt highway in Pettis county, 
bar none. The one oiling given it late 
last autum n made the road passable 
for automobiles and all other vehicles 
through the w inter months.

had the trick of the brush and pencil 
and cleverly drew' sketches illustrating 
the virtues of merchandise. 
He was 
naturally musical and shone as a fid­ 
dler in the villages at which his party 
.stopped at night. He played for dances 
and at concerts in country hotels. He 
wrote rhymes, which sometimes found 
their way into country newspapers. 
He led his cheerful, free and easy 
life late in the '70s, then he took em­ 
ployment as a reporter on 
a 
news­ 
paper at Anderson, Ind. 
In 1877, for 
the purpose, as he said, 
of 
proving 
that he could w rite poetry of value, 
he perpetrated the Poe hoax, which 
for years was a literary sensation. 
He wrote a poem in the 
style 
of 
Edgar Allen Poe, to which he gave 
the characteristic title of “Leonanie,” 
and it was offered to the public as 
a hitherto unpublished product of the 
genius of Poe. 
One of the stanzas 
wra s : 
“Leonanie—angels named her, 
And they took the light 
Of the laughing stars and framed her 
In a smile of white. 
And they made her hair of gloomy 
Midnight and her eyes of bloomy 
Moonshine and they brought her to 
me 
In the solemn night. 
In some quarters the poem w'as ac­ 
cepted as genuine, in others it w*as 
denounced as a fraud. After the con­ 
troversy had raged for months Riley 
confessed. 
In the early '80s he began writing 
verses in Hoosier dialect for the old 
Indianapolis Journal. He sent some 
of his poems to Henry W adsworth 
Longfellow' and 
they 
received 
his 
praise. A volume was published and 
"The Hoosier Poet” began to win a 
public. He wrns an excellent reader of 
his own dialect verses and for the fol­ 
lowing fifteen years, or until 1898, he 
made tours of the country appearing 
in public with 
great 
success, both 
alone and in association with the hu­ 
morist, Bill Nye, who 
was 
his inti­ 
mate friend. 
Publication 
of 
books 
of 
poems 
year after year brought Riley a for­ 
tune and wide recognition of his lit­ 
erary genius. Many of his poems are 
of imaginative 
fantasy 
and gently 
philosophic. 
In 1902 he received the degree of 
m aster of arts from Yale University 
and in 1904 the University of Penn­ 
sylvania conferred on him the degree 
of doctor of letters. Indiana I niversi- 
tv conferred the honorary degree of 
LL. D. on him in 1907. 
In July, 1911, the poet presented to 
the city of Indianapolis property val­ 
ued at $75,000 as a site for a public 
library 
and 
school 
administration 
building. 
Mr. Rilev never 
married, 
but he 
was a lover of children, whose spirit 
he divined so intimately, and of fam­ 
ily life. Many of the last years of his 
life he spent quietly in his home in a 
secluded section of Indianapolis.

A LARGE APPROPRIATION IS ASKED FOR 


A Plan Under W ay to Bring Sweden 
Into d o t e r Alliance With Ger­ 
many, to 
Form 
a 
Wall 
Against Russia. 


Stockholm, July 
22.—A 
sensation 
has been created through all of Swed­ 
en by the publication of an alleged of­ 
ficial report from a German agent in 
this country regarding a plan to bring 
Sweden into a political, “if not clos­ 
er,** alliance with Germany, as the 
northern link in “an immovable wall 
against Russia and against the Asiatic 
danger.*’ 
This wall representing a 
new idea as to Germany’s plans, is re­ 
ferred to as being constructed by Tur­ 
key, Bulgaria, Austria and Germany. 
For the work of 
propaganda 
in 
Sweden the alleged report asks for a 
preliminary appropriation 
of 
more 
than 100,000 m arks and suggests that 
Turkey and the other allies of Ger­ 
many be asked to contribute their 
proper share. 
The anti-German news­ 
papers in Stockholm comment rather 
bitterly upon this suggestion of an in­ 
ternational “slush fund" for Sweden, 
but assert that many of the recom­ 
mendations in the report, evidently 
w ritten last December have been car­ 
ried into effect. 
It also asserted that 
the 
report 
explains much of the recent activity 
in Sweden against Russia and the 
attem pt to , force a situation which 
would cause Sweden to declare war 
as an ally of the central powers. 
The report as printed in detail be­ 
gins with a discussion of the possible 
effect of a Russian offensive this sum­ 
mer. 
It said that if Russia showed 
sufficient signs of recuperation to re­ 
organize its armies in an effective 
force, it would be necessary at once 
to carry forward a 
propaganda 
in 
Sweden showing the Swedish people 
how greatly it w'ould be 
to 
tho r 
advantage to interfere and ally them 
selves with Germany “thus preserv­ 
ing their present interests and as 
Ruring their future." 
The report is 
addressed to “Your Excellency," and 
says among other things: 
“Even if you have only a political 
union in mind, considerable work will 
be necessary to win over the Swedish 
elem ents not already on our side and 
actively favoring an alliance with the 
central powers. 
Swedish sentim ent 
cannot be swayed by sporadic m eth­ 
ods. 
It must be trained by system ­ 
atic and sustained propaganda. 
We 
m ust win over the entire people by an 
intensive 
effort. 
This 
propaganda 
m ust be cautiously executed if we are 
to gain the active 
interference 
of 
Sweden in the spring of 1916. 
We 
must be particularly careful not to let 
it appear that the propaganda springs 
from a foreign source. 
Every polit! 
cal thinking Swede must be convincei 
that he had made his choice voluntar 
lly and in the interest of his own na­ 
tion. 
“In the opinion of pro-German politi­ 
cians Sweden has not come into the 
w'ar because she has lacked a direct 
pause. 
But gradually the political in 
fluences are becoming more and more 
unfavorable to the entente, especially 
to England. The new constellation of 
nations, arranged by German diplo 
macy in the Balkans, has tended to 
win not only the sympathy but the 
reason of the Swedish people for the 
central powers. 
''Concerning the tactics of the pro­ 
paganda it should be carried forward 
on three main lines: 
“First, opposition to and guaran­ 
tees against British powrer. 
“Second, 
information 
concerning 
true conditions in Russia and the dan­ 
ger threatening Sweden 
from 
that 
quarter. 
“Third, the advantage of a lasting 
union with the central powers. 
“The so-called 
activist 
group 
in 
Sweden has lost considerably in in­ 
fluence lately. 
Perhaps the designa 
lion was unhappily chosen, for even 
some of the best pro-Germans, who 
believe in the ultimate goal of war on 
behalf of Germany, 
have 
hesitated 
publicly to align themselves with the 
group w'hich has demanded immediate 
action without the necessary working 
up of public opinion. 
“There is no denying that in the 
last ten months sentiment has been 
growing against throwing Sweden in­ 
to the horrors of the war without 
compelling cause. 
The pro-Gerraan 
group, however, in its press and in its 
agitation against the entente powers, 
has been directing public opinion to­ 
ward a neutrality as it should be.” 
The report then declares that the 
activists have been so impatient and 
sharp in their demands as to create 
the suspicion of being foreign agents. 
Some of these unwise activists, it 
says, must be cast aside, like many 
other 
pioneers 
“unthanked." 
Too 
many 
“undesirables” 
had 
entered 
their ranks. 
The report continues: 
“I believe that most of the Swedes 
who must decide the fate of their na­ 
tion can be won over for union wdth 
the central powers. 
It is a question 
now of gathering our 
friends, 
and 
many of those whose sympathies are 
with us, but who yet stand apart, into 
a new party which will stand between 
the activsts and the 
pacifists, 
but 
which at the psychological moment 
will combine forces with the activists 
to bring about the desired result. 
In­ 
to this group or party we m ust get 
men whose names and whose stand­ 
ing place them above all suspicion. 
Our program must avoid jingoism or 
'being more Swedish than the Swedes.' 
It must smooth the 
path 
for 
the 
eventual political union of Sweden 
w ith the central powers as a move 
that makes certain the future of the 
country for years to come. 
lf the 
ground is properly prepared in ad­ 
vance this position will win the ad­ 
herence of the people at large. The 
movement must appear to come from 
the broad mass of the people." 
The report refers to “several unfor­ 
tunate incidents" of the activists cam­ 
paign, and particularly deplores the 
lecture delivered in Stockholm by the

“Our only practical reaso n s/’ the 
report 
continues, 
“can 
cause 
the 
Swedes to turn about, but tho founda- 
non*, aro noI laokin(;

politics or oilier m aterial for ron- 
'• m a n x 'he people where their true 
interests are to be souRht. 
By system atic 
effort 
we 
could 
e ken the social democrats, headed 
Iv 
r ' lr,K 
Who arp so decided­ 
ly 
?, 
1 *i*h *o propose a 
pamphlet in which the democracy of 
the western powers shall be laid bare 
in an its nakedness and where the 
real policy of England, and its actions 
against smaller nations, shall be plac­ 
ed in Just a posit ion to the theory of 
English democracy. This pamphlet 
should deal with internal conditions 
in Russia and 
Poland, and 
should 
show the relation of our social demo­ 
crats to the Fatherland. 
Through re­ 
views in the press this pamphlet could 
e gi\en great publicity throughout 
the country. 
The 
bwedish-Russian 
question 
must of course play an important 
part in the propaganda. 
A Russian 
news bureau with a 
Swedish 
name 
should at once be started in Stock­ 
holm, because Russian questions now 
are given only small space in the 
newspapers. 
I have the proper men 
in mind for the collection and handling 
of this material. 
A beginning has 
been made for spreading this propa­ 
ganda by John Lonnegrcn, a Swedish 
writer, in a work called 'Russia and 
the European War,* based upon the 
German work of Dr. Paul Rohrbaoh. 
In this publication the principle has 
been followed of giving it the char­ 
acter of a Swedish w'ork, putting on 
the name of a Swedish author and is­ 
suing it from a printing house above 
the suspicion of being in the pay of 
Germany. 
“The only thing 
lacking 
to 
put 
through a big plan in Sweden is in­ 
itiative and system atic work. One of 
the main things is a treatm ent of th*" 
questions between Sweden and Eng­ 
land. We must convince Sweden that 
her position is going to be rendered 
more and more difficult by England. 
If a little money is spent a whole lot 
can be done along this line by clever 
propaganda. 
We 
must 
adopt * 
the 
policy of arranging lectures upon os­ 
tensibly cultural subjects in order to 
present the righteous cause and ob­ 
jects of the central powers 
in 
the 
proper light. 
The main causes of 
entente sympathy in Sweden, I find, 
are as follows: 
“I —The publication in Germany of 
annexation of territory plans. 
“2—The 
supposed 
overdevelop­ 
ment of German militarism. 
“3—The violation of Belgium neu­ 
trality. 
| 
“4—The U-boat war (Lusitania ) 
“5—The assertion of entente friends 
that Germany alone was preparing to 
bring about the war. 
“6—The publication here of articles 
asserting the danger of German im­ 
perialism w hich would reduce Sweden 
to a vassal state of the empire. 
“In our propaganda 
especial 
at­ 
tention must be given to these points 
The various subjects should be dealt 
w’ith in quieting and reassuring ar­ 
ticles and pamphlets. 
The objects of 
high ideals of our military system are 
not understood in Sweden. We should 
compare the violation of Greek neu­ 
trality by the entente with the viola­ 
tion of Belgium neutrality. 
We must 
compare he I -boat war with the Eng 
lish sea policy. 
All that fa\ors us 
must be properly presented." 
The report deals 
with 
Sweden’s 
growing 
export trade, the establish 
ment of direct lines of steamers ie 
America and to England, 
and 
the 
great increase of business with Kus 
sia, as one of the great obstacles ir 
the way of introducing the people in 
to a union with Germany, espetialh 
as they have discovered 
they 
can 
carry on trade independently of Ham 
burg. 
The report refers to the good pro 
paganda work of the anonymous pro- 
German pamphlet entitled: 
“Swed­ 
en’s Foreign Policy In the Light ol 
the World W ar,’’ and recommend, 
that a German edition be printed tot 
circulation in the empire. 
“The German papers," the report 
adds, “should be given strict inst rue 
tions as to how they shall review the 
work in order that a proper reflective 
effect may be had in Sweden. 
The> 
must be told not to go too far, bul 
shall gently hint that Sweden’s stand 
ing apart from Germany is sincerely 
regretted and that it cannot help but 
engender a slight feeling of coolness 
on the part of the friendly Genoa 
people. 
“Judging from the mood of Sweder 
the past ten months, it easily is con­ 
cluded that she does not 
wish 
tc 
break with England or with Germany 
I am told that Sweden might m on 
easily be carried along if Germany 
were in real danger and asked the 
brotherhood-in-arms of 
the 
Swedish 
people. 
But to arouse the people un­ 
der existing circumstances systematic 
work 
is 
necessary. 
The 
political: 
money 
spenders in Sweden exhaust­ 
ed their resources last year in the 
defense agitation, so I respectfully 
recommend 
that 
Your 
Excellency 
make an appropriation allowing what 
is necessary to make a proper be­ 
ginning. 
The propaganda should not 
be confined solely to German inter­ 
ests, but should take advantage of the 
friendly feeling here toward Austria. 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey a n i 
deal with their relationship to Swed­ 
en. 
Therefore I suggest that the gov­ 
ernm ents of these countries shou i 
be asked to share the expenses. Brief ] 
Iv summarized, the propaganda should* 
be along these lines: 
“I —The establishment of

building up of public opinion, shall 
throw its influence toward a marked I 
pro-German policy.

—Publication of various pamph­ 
lets, 20,000 marks. 
“6—Popular edition 
of 
‘Sweden’."' 
Foreign Policy/ 12.000 marks. 
•*7—German edition of the above, 
4,000 marks.

CARE OF CREAM IN CUMMER 


Few 
Simple 
Rules 
Given 
Which 
Should Be Followed— Dirt Always 
Carries Bad Flavors. 


(By tv. B . C O M B S . M isso u r i C o lle g e o f 
Agriculture) 
During the hot days of summer the 
farmer who is selling cream to the 
creamery finds it a problem to keep 
his cream in the proper condition. 
However, there are but a few' simple 
rules which should be followed, that 
would result in better cream. 
First 
of all these is cleanliness. 
Dirt, re­ 
member, carries bad flavors. 
If the 
barn or its surroundings and cows are 
dirty it will result in poor milk; poor 
milk results 
in poor cream; 
poor 
cream results in poor butter. 
Immediately after separating, the 
cream should be cooled down to at 
least 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
W arm 
cream should never be poured upon 
cold as the tem perature of the lot is j 
raised and bad flavors may result. 
It : 
is essential that the cream be stirred j 
frequently to insure uniform ripening, j 
If the cream is left undisturbed, the J 
fat rises the same way as it does in j 
milk. As a result the cream is full of 
curd particles or it becomes “lumpy." 
Never put cream in a rusty or bat­ 
tered can and always remember that 
milk and cream have that property of 
absorbing bad flavors.

REMOVE HORNE FROM CALVES 


According to Writer Best Dehorning 
Agent Is Caustic Potash in Pen­ 
cil or Stjck Form. 


The best dehorning agent is caustic 
potash fused in the pencil or stick 
form. 
The caustic should be applied 
as soon as the budding horn or button 
can be felt under the skin. 
As a rule 
this can be done when the calf is but 
a few w-eeks old. and although it is 
claimed by seme that horns may be 
removed from animals six months old, 
it Is undoubtedly best to operate early, 
advises Dr. E. H. Lehnert in Farm and 
Home. 
When the proper time arrives, clip 
the hair over the horn from an area 
the size of a half dollar, wash with 
soapsuds and rub on the moistened 
caustic. 
To prevent the caustic from 
running, moisten it only slightly, and 
ipnly lard or vaseline all about the 
•pot treated. When the scabs fall off, a 
•archil examination should be made, 
md if the horn is still prominent, 
nake another application of the caus­ 
ae. 
To protect the fingers, wrap the 
austic well w ith paper. If active caus- 
ic is thoroughly applied over a nut­ 
rient Iv large arca, the horn will un- 
ailingly be kll'ed by one application.

The cow’ should be credited 
only with the value of her calf three 
days after birth.

That it costs more to veal a calf 
I than it will ordinarily bring is bad 
I enough in Itself and deserves deliber­ 
ation on the part of the farm er who 
may not have given the m atter of cost 
systems much thought, says a writer 
in an exchange. 
The point Is that the 
calf is worth practically nothing until 
labor and capital have been put into 
him. 
If anyone doubts this statement let 
him try to sell an ordinary calf when 
it is three days old and see what it 
will bring. 
It takes time and effort 
aud money to bring a calf to the point 
where it is productive. 
Its value at 
birth is potential rather than actual. 
It would be as reasonable to credit 
the cow’ with a yearling worth $10 as 
a month-old calf worth $10. 
A wellbred, registered calf is worth 
a goodly sum at birth because the 
purchaser can feed it expensive milk. 
grain and hay and still make a profit 
on its ultimate value. 
An ordinary 
calf would eat so much before it be­ 
came productive that only a thought­ 
less person wou’d pay anything for it 
at the beginning of its career.

low inverted conical shape. 
Such an 
udder does not add to the beauty and 
symmetry of the animal and too often 
its dangling, swaying motion iii travel 
is a source of irritation. 
It cannot 
possibly be expected to give as good 
results as a blocky compact udder of 
equal size in each quarter and extend­ 
ing well to the front and rear. 
teats should be of sufficient size to be 
grasped firmly while milking. 
They 
should be set squarely on the quarter 
and be of cylindrical rather than 
conical shape. 
The cow with a low 
hanging hag and conical-shaped teats 
is not a choice animal to milk and it 
will usually be found that she does 
not do well at the pail. 
Parentage has much to do with the 
conformity of the cow s udder, and 
while the sire will influence this char­ 
acteristic to a certain extent the func­ 
tion of the udder is not after his na­ 
ture and the dam will have to be de­ 
pended Upon largely to perpetuate 
proper form in this regard.

SCENERY IN FAR W E S T . 


WRITES A LEHER TO THE DEMOCRAT 


Possibilities 
for 
Power 
Production 
and Irrigation Can Hardly Be 
Estimated— Made a Long 
Automobile Trip. 


Under date of July 17 the Rev. C. 
H. Briggs, II. It . pastor of the Fiist 
Methodist Episcopal church. South, of 
Sedalia, write* another very interest­ 
ing letter concerning his western trip 
to the Democrat. 
The letters* follows: 
Tule or Khett lake is the largest 
lake we visited next to Tahoe. 
It is 
I,143 f< »ef above the sea and is about 
twenty miles long and twelve or fif­ 
teen wide, lying chiefly in California, 
but reaches a few miles into Oregon. 
. i «»"• other California lakes it has no 
diva ted on any map I can iind, 
while it receives the waters of vari­ 
ous streams. 
As these high lakes are 
f resh they must send their w aters out 
through the rocks in channels hidden 
I rom human eyes. 
We found stream s more abundant, in 
Southern Oregon than in California. 
Upper Klanv «.b lake is the first of 
these 
nort tern 
lakes we have seen 
whose waters show the slightest dis­ 
coloration. 
It 
and 
Uiwer Klamath 
lake, which lies in both states just 
west of Tule lake, are a little smaller 
than the latter, but fifty or a hundred 
feet higher. They are drained by the 
Klamath river. 
The largest river we had found on 
our tour since crossing the* Sacram en­ 
to was Wood river in Oregon, which 
lumbermen use in floating great pine 
logs down toward Klamath lake. The 
objective point of our trip was Crater 
lake, which is sixty or seventy mites 
north of tile California-Oregon bound­ 
ary. This lake, which is less than six 
miles across, is 6,23b feet, above the 
sea and is surrounded by a crater rim 
which is 7,200. 
At the office of the park superin­ 
tendent we were told that autos could 
not. reach the foot of the erater rim. 
About three miles from the lake we 
found a big Locomobile fast in the 
mud where a road 
had 
been 
cut 
through a snow' drift. 
We watched a 
“trouble wagon” pull it out of the 
mud and then turned down the moun­ 
tains as wre had no desire to climb j 
those weary miles through mud and 
snow to reach the crater’s rim. 
This 
l a k e has no visible inlet or outlet, but 
Us water is 2,000 feet deep and is only 
degrees above zero. 
The melting 
snows feed the lake, whose waters evi­ 
dently find their way into Anna creek, 
which flows through a gorge hundreds 
of feet deep. 
About thirty-five miles 
southwest of the lake we came to 
Rogue river, a great mountain torrent 
which falls several hundred lee; in 
less than half a mile. 
A power plant utilizes a small por­ 
tion of the water. 
W e have seen on 
our trip more unused horsepower in 
the rivers of Southern 
Oregon 
and 
Northern Caiforuia than Niagara ta n 
furnish. 
Klamath river in Northern Califor­ 
nia is a mighty stream 
We crossed 
it on a bridge just above the mouth 
of Shasta river, 
which 
drains 
Hie 
northwestern slopes of the mountains. 
Pike’s Peak and other summits of the 
Rockies rise but little above their fel­ 
lows, but Shasta stands 
out 
in 
it; 
glory thousands of feet higher thai. 
any other mountain within hundreds 
of miles. 
For tour days we looked 
upon it from almost every direction. 
The only authority in reach as I 
write gives Blanca Peak as the high­ 
est of the Rockies, with an elevation 
of 14,390 feet, which is only ten feet 
higher than Mf. Shasta. 
The Sacra­ 
mento river rises 
on 
its 
western 
slopes. 
We followed it for miles, a 
beautiful river, clear as crestal, and 
camped one night with its roar sound­ 
ing in our ears. 
Next dry, after fol­ 
lowing it some 
miles 
further 
we 
crossed a range and came to the Mc­ 
Cloud river, a greater 
stream 
than 
the Sacramento and which is ted by 
the melting snows on the southeastern 
slopes 
of 
Shasta. 
Following 
its 
course we came to its junction with 
Pit 
river, 
which 
is a still greater 
liver. 
Further south Pit river 
mins 
the 
Sacramento, which, though the small­ 
est of the three, gives its name to 
one of the great rivers of our land. 
Though only 600 miles long it is navi­ 
gable for 300 miles and could be navi­ 
gated for many more miles but for its 
tim rapid course. 
W hen I crossed it 
at Sacramento City last summer I w as 
surprised at Us volume. 
I am not any 
longer, for I have seen the rivers that 
make it. 
I have been on the head 
waters of most of them and have seen 
them in their strength as thev near the 
great channel waitinr*to receive them. 
The American, Cuba. Feather, Pit, 
McCloud and Upper ^acTamento are 
fed by the everlasting snows. 
jfheir 
possibilities in power production and 
for irrigation can hardly be estimated. 
There were some hardships and some 
dangers in our journey of 1.196 miles 
bv auto, but I never dreamed that in 
that short trip so many wonders of 
God's creation in mountains and rivers 
and lakes could come into the field of 
vision.

Friday af­ 
ternoon the hour of 5 was tolled on 
the immense bell, which 
has 
been 
hoisted to its position in the upper 
part of the tower. 
The bell has a 
rich, mellow tone that is pleasing to 
the ear and which 
can 
easily 
be 
heard in all parts of the city. 
Superintendent Hoffman, in charge 
of the installation of the clock, gives 
the following description of its work­ 
ings: 
The tow er clock proper has a ma­ 
chine like construction and will be 
placed on a floor about twenty-five 
feet below the center of the four dials 
and about eighty feet below' the bell. 
The mechanism of the clock is built 
on a cast iron bed or pedestal, stand­ 
ing on four shapely strut legs. 
The 
hour and half hour striking train is 
operated 
by 
means of iron weights, 
which are suspended from a one-quar­ 
ter 
inch 
steel 
cable 
working over 
sleeve pulleys. The weight travels up 
and down a runway at a convenient 
space in the tower. 
Striking the bell by the clock ham­ 
mer is through the means of a chain 
leading from the strike train up to the 
bell. 
It strikes as many strokes as 
the clock indicates the hour of time. 
The clock hammer weighs forty-eight 
pounds, and the strike train is equip­ 
ped with a fan fly governor, which is 
adjustable so the blows are equally 
pealed out at the intermissions ac­ 
cording to regulation. 
The time train of the clock has the 
Graham escapement, one second beat 
pendulum with a 150-pound ball. 
The 
pendulum is suspended and oscillates 
from a fine flat steel spring. 
Hands on the four large dials of 
the clock can be adjusted through a 
device in the movement directly at the 
clock. 
Should it occur that the clock 
stopped from some cause, or the care­ 
taker failed to renew 
the 
required 
energy by failing to wind it at the 
proper time (once a week) this de­ 
vice is brought into use. 
It is an arrangement having a small 
lever on the hour shaft of the time 
train. 
A wheel containing sixty holes 
is in the mechanism and by withdraw­ 
ing a pin in the lever the shaft can 
be turned, setting all hands on the 
four dials on the outside of the tower 
at the same time. 
A small dial face 
corresponds with the large dials. 
Back of each dial is a set of hand 
gearings 
and 
in 
the center of the 
tower is the crowd center gear leading 
down to the clock mechanism and dis­ 
tributing connection to the four dials 
by means of knuckle joints and rods. 
The dials are of heavy gauge sheet 
steel and have blue 
black 
smalted 
background aud gold leaf numerals, 
minute dots and hands. 
Hands on 
the clock are spade-shaped, made of 
pattern wood. 
They are oiled and 
soaked with linseed. 
At night the dials of the clock will 
be illuminated 
with 
flood 
lighting 
’from an X-ray electric 
flash 
lamp 
from a distant point 
of 
the 
court 
house roof opposite each dial. 
This system of illumination was so 
successfully used on the buildings at 
the Panama-Pacific international ex­ 
position at San Francisco. 
The bell used with the clock weighs 
8l>0 pounds and was made by the .Old 
Buckeye Bell Foundry, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. 
It has 78 parts of pure copper 
Hnd 22 parts of East India tin. 
The 
bell is now at the place where the 
bright electric light has been. 
The 
light will be again placed in position 
as soon as the installation 
of 
the 
clock is complete.

Rotterdam, Netherlands, July 22 — 
Besides being the 
medium 
through! 
which the war news of the belliger-1 
ents. and much else, is exchanged,] 
Holland is apparently the principal 
center whence the respective espion-; 
a g e 
organizations 
send 
out 
their; 
agents into the enem y’s country and,! 
moreover, an important spy recruiting; 
ground. 
Many Dutch citizens, even members! 
of the nobility, have, according to a 
contributor to the Nieuwe Rotterdam! 
Courant, 
entered, this dangerous but! 
lucrative 
service, and not a few arej 
now rueing the day in foreign captiv­ 
ity, not to mention those who have 
paid the penalty of their lives. 
There a r e , it appears, two known 
espionage quarters in Rotterdam, di­ 
rected by men commanding evtensive 
staffs. 
Even an innocent visit to such 
offices may have the most unpleasant, 
if not dangerous consequences, for 
the eyes 
and the cameras 
of the op­ 
posing party are 
ever on the watch 
and several Rotterdam men have long 
been incarcerated in foreign prisons 
merely on such a ground. 
Significant in this connection is the 
recent dismissal from the police ser­ 
vice of two detectives on the staff of 
the chief polled bureau of Amsterdam, 
for 
having 
entered 
into 
well-paid 
clandestine relations with the Ger­ 
man secret service. 
Their “side line" 
included, among other jobs, the watch­ 
ing of persons of different nationali­ 
ties who had applied for passports to 
enter Germany, but concerning whom 
the German authorities entertained 
misgivings.
